Will Men Be Able 


The. science ol space travel 
will be many years old before 
the first landing on the Moon is 
attempted. It may seem strange 
to say that voyages to——not 
landings on—the farthest plan- 
eis, which are several thousand 
million miles away, prese at 
fewer difficulties than the task 
of bringing, a manned rocket to 
rest.on the surface of the Moon. 

The task of preparing for thie 
landing will be an enormous one, 
Rockets and fuel are expendable. 
We can take chances with.them 


and afford to lose some in the- 


cause of experiment. But men 
are a different matter. In space 
travel, we must never gamble 
with human lives. No mei eat 
set foot on the Moon until they 
stand a good chance of getting 
back to Earth. 
Fuel for Return 

This means that their rockets 
must be built with a two-fold 
purpose -—to land on the Moon 
and to take off again for the re- 
turn journey. Such a task will 
require a huge rocket, with a 
fuel supply greater than anything 
we can cope with at the momen. 

We, have chosen the Moon as 
our landing place not because it 
is nearer than the Planets, but 
because it is smaller and its gra 
vitational pull is less 

In tact, the Moon is approx 
mately a mere 250,000 miles away 
from the Farth, 3 distance that 
means nothing in space travel. 
Once we get beyond the planets, 
distances must be measured in 
light years, which 1s the -dis 
tance a beam of light will trav- 
el in a year, Now light travels 
at a speed of 186,000 miles per 


second, THis may help to give 
gome impression of the vastifess

ney that we save as much- fuel 
as we possibly can, So when we 
reach a high enough speed to 
carry us to the Moon, we must 
switch off the motors.. In_ this 
case the speed required is 24,900 
m.p.h., which is reached within 
five minutés of take-off. 

Our rocket'’s speed will gradu. 
ally decrease as we get farther 
away from the Earth, and we are 
practically at a standstill by the 
time we reach the Moon's gravi- 
tational field. At this rate, the 
journey will take five days — 
about as long as it takes a liner to 
cross the Atlantic. 

It seems that the prime virtue 
of the space traveller must be 
patience. Wherever we trave) 
in the Universe there will be long 
periods of “coasting” which may 
last for days, months or years, 
This time factor is the only limit 
on space travel, and some of the 
farther stars would take more 
than a human lifetime to reach, 


Radio control from> the space 
station keeps a constant check on 
our course, and the pilot makes 
such steering corrections as are 
found necessary Our course is 
worked out not to take us to 
the centre of the Moon, but to 
the edge of its gravitational 
field. 

On the fourth day of coasting, 
we are beginning to fee) the ef 
fect of the Moon's pull, - Rather, 
the rocket is feeling it: inside, 
we would not notice .t but for 
the evidence of our instruments. 

Now the rocket begins to pick 
up, speed once more as gravity 
takes hold. If allowed to fall un- 
hindered, it would crash into the 
Moon at more than 5,000 m.p.b 

Qur pilot re-directs the rocket 
so that its jets are facing the 
Moon and its nose pointing away 


From now on we need split 
second timing, and must hand 
over the task of landing to an 
automatic pilot. The rocket Is 
allowed to fall free ‘cintil it fs 
160 miles above the Moon, Then 
the jets are fired acainst the 
direction of fall ~— to slow us 
down.

There are two aspects to the 
Edible Oil Products Act as it 
stands now. It prohibits the man- 
ufacture and sale of any imita- 
tion of a dairy product, like ice 
cream, cheese, whipping cream, 
etc., if edible oils are mixed with 
milk or a milk product. It per~ 
mits, however, such imitations to 
be made from edible oils and 
other products, e.g., barley flour. 

The law does not provide tor 
compensation to those whose 
businesses it destroys. The com- 
panies in question have been in 
business for one, four and five 
years respectively. They started 
manufacturing their products 
when it was perfectly lawful to 
do so. 

When compensation was nen 
tioned, the acting minister of ag- 
riculture said: “Compensation, 
heck, no! We are going to fight 


you.” 
It’s very much like a_ store 
owner being told to clear out, 


because the government needed 
his “land to put a highwey 
through 


What Mr. Bumble Said 


This attitude of the government 
practically forces these compan- 
jes to stay in bysiness and make 
imitations of dairy products with- 
out using a dairy product in the 
process. The competition of veg- 
etable oils will still be with the 
farmer while at the same time 
another outlet for some surplus 
milk ‘is closed. 

What is needed is some research 
work into the whole complex 
of edible oi) and dairy foods. Un- 
tht it is known what should be 
manufactured with and without 
milk, all imitations of dairy pro- 
ducts should be banned and rea- 
sonable compensation paid to 
those who get hurt for the bene- 
fit of the common good. 

The present law is unjust to 
some small manufacturers; on 
the other hand it was supposed 
to give protection to the dairy 
farmers, but “if any law supposes 
that,” said Mr. Bumble, “the law 
ig a ass-—a idiot.”

Assets increase by $204,399,315 to reach new peak for Canadian

Notable gains in all depart- 
ments of the bank's business are 
revealed in the annual statement 
of The Royal Bank of Canada to- 
day, new high records in the 
field of Canadian banking hav- 
ing been achieved under several 
significant headings.

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A ‘modern Robinson Crusoe,

At Suva, the Fijian capital, he 
heard that Queen Salote’s Gov- 
ernment at Tonga needed a con- 
sulting engineer. He took the job 
for ten months; then turned in his 
sloop—Queen Salote’s own house- 
hold use it today as their royal 
barge—and asked that, as reward 
for his services, he should be- 
allowed to live rent-free and un- 
molested on one of Tonga’s unoc- 
cupied 150 islets. 

The very place for him was 
found at Hunga, an uninhabited 
voleanic islet, about a mile long 
and a third of a mile wide, some 
forty miles from Nukualofa, the 
Tongan capital. 

No Tongan ever visits it, be- 
lieving it haunted by dead and 
uncharitable spirits—an island of 
sulky skulls.

He 
prepared his new homeland a 
little in advance, however, per- 
suading a Tongan agriculturist to 
help him plant breadfruit trees 
on the islet. 

Palm trees grow »plentifully. 
But because they are commercial- 
ly valuable and might attract 
future prospectors, Kauffmann 
intends to cut them down and 
leavé sufficient only to keep him 
in cocoanuts. His Eden lacks any 
fresh water springs, so he must 
slake his thirst either on cocoanut 
milk or by collecting rainwater 
as it trickles through cavern 
roofs. In these caves, too, he can 
shelter when hurricanes lash and 
roar against his retreat. sues

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How would you like to bake 
a cake — and then get a cheque 
for twenty-five thousand dollars 
for it. 

Well, that’s just what hap- 

ned a few weeks ago to a South 

akota woman! She’s Mrs. Ber- 
nard Kanago, the wife of a 
painter - paper - hanger, and she 
was one of a hundred finalists in 
a big baking contest sponsored 
by a prominent United States 
flour-manufacturing concern. 

The contest attracted hundreds 
of entries from all 
parts of the States, and from far- 
away places such as Puerto Rica, 
Hawaii and Alaska. 

The “bake-off" among the fin- 
alists took place at the famed 
Waldorf-Astoria in New York and 
here is the recipe which took 
down the grand prize. 


INSPIRATION CAKE 
(Makes two 9-inch round layers) 
1 cup finely chopped nuts 

2 ounces sweet or semiswect 
chocolate 
214 cups sifted enriched flour 
41% teaspoons double-acting 
baking powder 
_1 teaspvon salt 
1% cups sugar 
34 cup shortening 


%4 cup egg whites (4 large or 
§ medium) unbeaten 

1. Place nuts evenly over bot- 
tom of two well-greased and 
lightly floured 9-inch round layer 
pans. 

2. Sift together flour, baking 
powder, salt, and sugar into mix- 
ing bowl. Add shortening, milk, 
and vanilla ' 

3. Beat for 1% minutes, 150 
strokes per minute, until batter 
is well blended. (With electric 
ixer blend at low speed, then 
at at medium speed for 1% 
hutes) — 

Add egg whites. Beat for 
1%4 minutes. 

5. Spoon one-fourth of batter 
carefully into each nut-lined pan, 
using about half of the batter. 
Sprinkle with the grated choco- 
late (half in each pan). Spoon 
remaining batter into pans, 
spreading carefully so chocolate 
is not disturbed. 

6. Bake in moderate oven 
(350° F.) 35 to 40 minutes. Let 
cool in pans 10 to 15 minutes be- 
fore turning out. Cool thorough-

ANIMALS 


Exact figurés about the age of 
animals are hard to specify. 

We Show the age to which 
men and women live, because 
the date of their birth is entered 
in an official register, and the 
date of their death also is record- 
ed. Famous animals that are 
kept by men are registered in 
books kept for the purpose, so 
we know the age of prize horses, 
cattle and so on.

Lit- 
tle is known about the age \o 
which whales live, for they are 
seldom, if ever, kept or bred in 
captivity. They were once be- 
lieved to reach 500 and even 
1,000 years, but 100 years seems 
a more likely span. 

In the following table the aver- 
age ages are given, For instance, 
we give fifteen years as the ave- 
rage life of a dog. You may have 
known of a dog, however, that 
lived to the fine old age of 


One 
year of a dog's life is about 
equal to seven years of a man’s, 
so a twenty-year-old dog would 
be as old as a man of 140 years!

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How a Great Goalie 
Started His Career 


The Uttle vifiage of Chicouti- 
mi tm northern Quebec stirred 
with excitement. On the streets, 
in the small business establish- 
ments, in homes, conversation 
was inevitably centered about 
the coming visit of the great 
Montreal Canadiens hockey team. 
The Canadiens had accorded the 
small town a signal honor by 
scheduling an exhibition game 
with the local team, and festive 
preparations were made for the 
celebrated event. 

There was, of course, no spec- 
ualtion about the outcome of the 
contest. It was conceded without 
argument that the Canadiens 
would vanquish the local team 
with little trouble. There was, 
however, a great deal of antici- 
pation as to ‘how the Canadiens 
would handle the pride of the 
Chicoutimi outfit, Georges, the 
town carpenter. Georges spent 


~his spare time tending goal for 


the local bladesters, and was 
recognized in that neck of. the 
woods as a competent goalie with 


_ big-léague ability. 


When the great day. arrived, 
Georges was probably the only 
in Chicoutimi. 
His fellow citizens could barely 
contain their excitement, but 
Georges went about his day’s 
work as usual, ate a light dinner, 
and walked unhurriedly to the 
local rink. When the game start- 
ed, he was a formidable looking 
figure in front of the Chicoutimi 
goal. He looked as big’ as a house, 
and in a few minutes proved 
himself just as invulnerable. 

As expected, the professionals 
skated rings around the local 
boys, and they were peppering 
the big carpenter almost contin- 
ually during the game. Time af- 


ter time, Georges turned back 


their savage shots with deft flicks 
of his stick. When his stick 
wouldn’t reach, he threw his 
body in front of the puck, block- 
ing every tricky shot, He seem- 
ed to know by instinct exactly 
what the hard-rubber puck was 
up to, and his timing was per- 
fect. In short, he made more 
amazing saves that night than 
the ordinary goalie makes in a 
lifetime. 

The townspeople were amazed 
by the fact that Montreal couldn't 
whip the local amateurs that 
night, but the Canadiens, with 
the philosophical attitude com- 
mon to professional players,’ 
shrugged off the defeat. There 
was to come a time, in fact, when 
the Montreal management was to 
be thankful for the poor show- 
ing at Chicoutimi, for the Can- 
adiens signed the carpenter to a 
contract as their regular goalie, 
and while they didn’t win that 
game, they won an even more 
important victory. 

The pride of Chicoutimi not 
only made the grade that season, 
but became the league’s outstand- 
ing net tender as well, remain- 
ing with Montreal for fourteen 
years, piling up record after rec- 
ord, and finally giving his name 
to a trophy which today stands 
as a reward for the league goalie 
who comes closest to approxi- 
mating his greatness. Today, the 
old timers, and the new crop as 
well, agree that no more appro- 
ptiate name could identify the 
cup awarded to the best goalie 
of the year than that of the Chi- 
coutimi goalie who made the 
transition from small-town car- 
pentry to big-time goal-tending, 
the Montreal Canadiens’ Georges 
Vezina.

They'll never get me, you say, 
even if they have got aboriginal 
trackers with them. You know 
what they say in the bush—that 
black trackers can follow a man 
almost gverywhere and draw a 
map of a fly erawling round a 
mirror. 


But they cannot track you 
down, you tell yourself. You are 
an aborigine and you know all 
their tricks and what they look 
for, So you wrap sheepskins over 
your boots to hide your tracks, 
You cross tocky ground, and you 
use the dry beds of rivers and 
creks, where you think you will 
not leave a mark. 

You double and circle. You lead 
the trackers and the police to a 
river and you enter the water, 
but several feet out you reach 
for the branch of a tree and 
draw yourself up into it. And you 
swing from tree to tree for per- 
haps a hundred yards and steal 
back in the direction from which 
the police-constables and track- 
ers are coming. . 

You do these things again and 
again. But you cannot threw 
them off your trail. Like human 
bloodhounds, they camp on your 
heels every night. And finally 
they surround and arrest you 
after you have wounded one of

Jesus Uses His Authority 
John 2:13-25 
Memory Selection: God is & 
Spirit: and they that. bara 4 
Him must worship Him in spt 
and in truth. John 4:24. 

We often sing, “Gentle Jesus, 
meek and mild,” but the senti- 
ment of these words does not sult 
the mood of Jesus in today’s les- 
son. Jesus was angry because 
the temple, His Father's House, 
had become a house of merchan- 
dise. Providing sacrificial ani- 
mals had probably originated as 
a convenience for those who had 
brought none of their own, 
Money-changing was also a prac 
tical service. Animals brought 
in for sacrifice had to pass in- 
spection, for which there was &@ 
fee, and could be rejected, thus 
forcing the owners to buy from 
the temple market. The con- 
venience became a racket. Doves, 
the poor man’s sacrifice were 
sometimes sold at ninety times 
their normal price. The leading 
priests got a large share of the 
fees and profits. No wonder Jesus 
was indignant. 

What things Jesus would con- 
demn and remove if he were to 
enter our church and individual 
life today? To have him come 
and radically purge the unseem- 
ly things would be a revolution- 
izing and healthy experience for 
all of us; but because we already 
have ample light, he leaves it to 
us to look at his life and the 
Spirit-guided early chureh and 
then follow the same Spirit as 
we do our own purging. The 
light is the pte § the saving 
power is the same, and the judg- 
ment will be the same in any 
case, 

In the unprinted portion of 
this lesson. we have the record 
of the first, miracle of Jesus, — 
the turning of water into wine. 
It should be remembered that 
the drink which the ruler of the 
feast called “the good wine” was 
not the juice of anything, but was 
wholly supernatural, made en- 
tirely out of water.

“It Pays to Advertise’ — 50 
we are told, and so most of us 
believe. Chain, stores, depart- 
ment stores and independent 
small-town merchants, all ad- 
vertise their wares. Candidates 


for election, all. the way from . 


local councils to the Federal 
government buy plenty of news- 
paper space. Santa Claus par- 
ades, Red Cross Drives, nomi- 
nation meetings, auction sales, 
bazaars. — or what have you — 
nearly always run a display ad- 
vertisement where it will do the 


most good — in their local 
paper. 

But when it comes to farm 
meetings, even to the’ annual 


meeting of various farm organi- 
zations, what do we get? Mere- 
ly an announcement listed under 
“Coming Events” along with 
dances, church bazaars and 
schoo] concerts, Some farm tolk 
read the announcements, some 
don’t. Women usually foliow the 
social events but most of them 
pass up annual farm meetings 
But, if a meeting is advertised 
by what is known as “a display 
advertisement” it naturally . at- 
tracts attention directly the 
paper is opened. Farmers see, it, 
remember it, and if they are in~ 
terested make a mental reser- 
vation to attend that meeting. 
“But that sort of advertising 
runs into money,” you say Cer- 
tainly it ‘does — but hasn't 
every organization funds “on 
hand for just that purpose? The 
Milk Producers, Cream Produ- 
cers, Fruit Growers, the Fed- 
eration of Agriculture, and 4so 
on, al) receive annual fees from 
their members, and it is gener 
ally understood that part of the 
amount this collected shall be 


allocated to advertising. And 
there IS a certain amount of 
advertising, but what ‘oes it 


amount to compared with other 


trades or industries? For in+ 
stance there is the June “set 
aside” for milk producers — 
primarily for advertising pur- 
poses — but the request tor this 
June “set aside’ is given far 
more publicity than the subse- 
quent advertising of the ailk 
itself. In fact any time funds 
are required most: farm organi- 
gations develop a pretty food 
publicity program as for in 
stance, the current appeai to 
farmers to support the Cooper: 

tive Milk Plant. But when it 
comes time for an annital mes 

ing an. organization 4s satisfied 
with about a dozen lin under 
“coming events!” The executive 
apparently gocs to a iot of 
trouble to secure good speakers 
for these meetings — speakers 
who doubtless have information 
and advice to pass on to. the 
farmers, but, because the #xe- 
cutive falls down on the adver- 
tisine angle it often happens 
that such mectings are poerly 
attended. Farmers, of course 
are partiy to blame iney 
should be watching for annual 
meeting announcements. But 1 
venture to say that the onus is 
chiefly on.the executive of the 
farm organizations concerned. 
After all the importance of a 
meeting — or a product — is 


ofien assessed by the amount of 
advertising it is given. A farmer 
sees an annual meeting adver- 
tised in a bold-type display and 
he immediately thinks — “This 
must be an important meewung 
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to rate that much advertising — 
guess I'd better go and find out 
the score.” The chances are that 
without display he might not 
have known anything about the 
meeting at all until he sees it 
mentioned as a news item the 
following week. 


Farmers have a reputation for 
being sadly lacking in the busi- 
ness management of their farms. 
This probably stems from ’ days 
gone by when farming was a 
way of living rather than a 
business. Now times have 
changed, To succeed a man must 
run his farm on a businesslike 
basis. The same appli¢és to farm 
organizations and, since the exe- 
cutive is presumably drawn 
from successful. farmers, they 
must have necessity to be on 
their toes if the organization is 
to stay alive. And one way is to 
advertise important meetings. 
The cost is little compared with 
the results obtained — and there 
are surely “funds available for 
this purpose. As members of 
the Milk Producers Association 
farmers pay 1% cents per 100 
Ibs of fluid milk; Cream pro- 
ducers 1/10 per Ib. butterfat; 
the Federation of Agriculture. 
in. some districts, has an Oop- 
tional levy on farm assessments. 
Other farm organizations have 
similar levies commensurate 
with the amount of produce 
sold. Surely then farm organi- 
zations could afford prominent, 
eye-catching display advertise- 
ments, rather than a few lines 
under “Coming Events,” which is 
the cheapest form of advertising 

| available. Or why not both .. 

| a display plus a detailed an- 
nouncement under com ing 
events? 


Maybe I am speaking out of 
turn but that is the way it ap- 
pears to me, especially as I so 


often hear farmers say — “I 
would have gone to such-an-

As a result of its success in 1953 
Moira River Conservation 
Authority, is continuing to subsidize 
the construction of Farm Ponds 
within. the boundary of the Moira 
River Watershed.

THE BLIND IN FEBRUARY 


Last winter, the people of this 
community,» responded most gener- 
ously to the appeal of The Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind, for 
funds to erect a much needed Resi- 
dence and Service Centre, to serve 
more than four hundred blind of 
this six-County district. The loca 
campaign was under the chairman- 
ship of Kel Kincaid. While the over- 
all objective of Two Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars has not yet been reach- 
ed (about 88 per cent), constriction 
of the building is already well under 
way, ‘and. the contractors, T. A. 
Andre and Sons, of Kingston, ex- 
pect that work will be completed 
early in the New Year. 

The appeal last winter was. the 
first time The Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind ever asked 
the people of this district for capital 
funds. It was a “once appeal” and 
since it is believed that. the building 
being erected will serve the blind of 
this district for the next sixty to 
seventy-five years, it may be the 
only capital funds appeal to which 
our readers will be,asked to support. 

However, funds are needed each 
jyear to meet the operating budget 
| of the Hastings County Advisory 
Board to the C.N.LB., to maintain 
the regular services for the blind of 
| this County. The annual appeal has 
for many years been held during 
| September. In spite of the winter 
jcampaign for capital funds, the 
members of the Board decided to 
‘hold the appeal this year at the 
| regular time. This is why the local 
| Board comes now to the citizens of 
| this County, asking for financial 
support, for this very worthy Cause.

Waking, she was startled 
to find Bruce, the family’s pet 
dog, scampering to and from the 
bedroom door. She followed him

A refrigerator salesman, he

«vay. After snuffling round the 
picture, Bruce began licking his 
master’s face amid the glass splin- 
ters, and then, as he gazed up at 
Mrs. Shagton with melancholy 
eyes, let out a half-strangled bark. 

Then the telephone bell rang, 
and she lifted the receiver to 
hear the voice of a stranger. His 
message was terse and terrible.

On Other Planets? 
Does Life Exist 


A book has recently been writ- 
ten stating that Venusians have 
arrived on the earth. True or 
false, it has brought to the sur- 
face a problem that: has been 
with us for many years. Does 
life exist on our two neighbour 
planets, Mars and Venus? Before 
you discard the theory, consider 
the evidence. 

During the present century, 
and more frequently during the 
past twenty years, famous astron- 
omers in various countries have 
recorded strange flickerings from 
Mars, as though signals were be- 
ing made to Earth. 

Recently the Japanese astron- 
omer, Dr. Tauneo Saheki, report- 
ed what appeared to be the flash 
of an atomic explosion on the 
planet, followed by brilliant flash- 
es of light of several minutes 
duration. 

He also announced the recep- 
tion of radiation which appeared 
to be of artificial origin omeaulltra- 
sensititve electronic equipment. 
These electronic waves appeared 
to be signals. 

There is plenty of other evid- 
ence that the Martians, if they 
exist, might have attempted to 
signal Earth by other and simp- 
ler means. By constructing enor- 
mous geometrical signs on the 
planet's surface, for instance 
Such signs have been observed 
frequently from the Ec#h. 

They sometimes take the form 
of a triangle, a perfect circle with 
a triangle inside it, and crossed 
lines in the form of an ‘“X.” 
They speak a universal language 
which would be understood by 
intelligent life anywhere. 

Suggestions have been made 
that we should co-operate by dis- 
playing some sort of light signal 
in return, perhaps also arranged 
in the form of a geometrical fig- 
ure that would be visible to Mars 

The Russian government some 
years ago planted fir trees in Sib 
eria in the form of an equilateral 
triangle, with sides fifteen mules 
long, but a telescope more pow- 
erful than any in use today would 
be needed to detect such a com- 
paratively small shape from 
Mars. 

As far back as 1907, Professor - 
A. E. Douglas, another great as 
tronomer, observed on Mara an 
enormous octagon outlined in a

dark colour which was probably 
geometrically planted vegetation. 
A few weeks later the octagon 
had vanished. It was replaced by 
a five-pointed star! 

The star shape, according to 
astronomical measurements, was 
at least 1,200 miles in diameter, A 
similar five-pointed star shape, 
outlined in dark colours and hav- 
ing a diameter of at least 1,000 
miles, was observed on Mars by 
Harvard University astronomers 
in 1924. 

In March, 1939, Dr. E. C. Sli- 
pher, of the Lowell Observatory 
in the U.S., went to South Africa 
to view Mars under the best pos- 
sible conditions. Among the many” 
photographs he took of the planet 
were several of a region known 
as the “Solus Lacus.” It is a dark 
area of presumed fertility, about 
the size of Europe. These photo- 
graphs proved that the shape of 
“Solus Lacus” had altered great- 


‘ly, perhaps through deliberate in- 


tent of the Martians. 
Were the changes another at- 


tempt of the Martians to attract 


the attention of the Earth? Some 
astronomers thought so. 

In 1924; when Mars was very 
near our planet, radio engineers 
picked up signals which could not 
be traced to any transmitters on 
Earth. These signals were receiv- 
ed simultaneously in places as 
widely separated as Vancouver, 
B.C., London, Eng., and Newark, 
New Jersey. 

Said one scientist: “They were 
clear and distinct, but so weird 
in their formulation and modula- 
tion that they resembled nothing 
familiar to human eafs or ever 
received by radio before.” 

Other scientists in Newark in- 
sisted that the signals had come 
at regular intervals and resem- 
bled “someone tearing on the bass 
strings of a piano.” They appear- 
ed to come from Mars, since they 
varied in intensity as the planet 
approached and recedec from 
Earth and finally faded out com- 
pletely. : 

We know that Mars and Venus 
are the most likely planets in 
our solar system—apart from the 
Earth itself—to support intelli- 
gent life. Most of the others we 
can rule out as almost certainly 
lifeless. Carbon dioxide has been 
detected on Mars, a gas which 
is essential to the survival of 
plants.

But Jesus Christ said, “Ex- 
cept a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.”

Great technical developments 
will bring the viewer pro- 
grammes more varied and more 
vivid than are possible to-day. 
One development is onty just 
round the corner. The television 
camera should become as light 
and portable as the movie -, camera 
of to-day.

_erystals” replacing the cumbef- 
some valves how used, the space 
required for complex apparatus 
may be halved and the weight 
reduced to a tenth. Already in 
the U.S.A. a television set with 
no ordinary tubes has been 
demonstrated.

Both cameras and receivers 
will become portable to a de- 
gree that hardly seems possible 
to-day. One task for these new 
lightweights in the near future 
will be transmitting pictures 
from rockets fired high above 
the earth. Before twenty years 
have passed viewers may get 
“live” pictures transmitted from 
fifty, a hundred,.or even thou- 
sands of miles above the earth. 

When the first man-carrying 
rocket takes off, viewers all over 
the world may be able not only 
to watch the take-off, but also 
see what the world looks like 
from the rocket. Looking far- 
ther ahead, viewers may , be 
given a real “trip round the 
moon,” not with clever studio 
faking, but from a rocket circl- 
ing moon. 

Germanium crystals are much 
more robust than. radio tubes 
now in use. They will beable to 
survivé the shocks of a rocket 
travelling at thousands of miles 
an hour. ee

fever in our cows. 


From reports coming from the 
University of California it is 
learned that at least in one test 
herd this disease has been licked. 

Dr. J. M. Boda and Dr. H. H. 
Cole of the Universtty have used 
their special diet in a herd which 
had a high percentage of milk 
fever over a number of years. 

The two scientists had reason- 
ed that the shortage of calcium 
in: the cow's bloodstream which 
causes the paralysis, 80 well 
known to most dairy farmers, is 
a result of the non-functioning 
of the parathyroid gland during 
the dry period of the cow. -" 

During this time the cow can 
take the calcium she needs for 
herself and the growing calf out 
of her feed and the glands be- 
come relatively inactive. 

Keep Glands Working 


Dr. Cole and Dr. Boda came 
to the conclusion that “the way 
to prevent milk fever would be 
to keep the parathyroid glands in 
good condition while the cow is 
dry.”

ing a ration low in calcium and 
thus force the glands to draw 
more from the cow’s bones. To 
further stimulate the parathyroid 
more phosphorus was to be fed. 

The first group of cows receiv- 
ed straight alfalfa hay; this 
means a calcium-phosporous ratio 
of 6 to 1. Five of the 14 cows 
went down with milk fever. 

The second group of 19 cows 
was fed oat hay, meal and cal+ 
cium carbonate, pretty close the 
same calcium-phosphorus ratio 
as the first group. 


Another group of 20 cows were ° 


given a ration in which calcium 
and phosphorus were balanced, 
Three out of the twenty showed 
symptoms of milk fever. 

To the last group of 16 cows 
the two doctors fed their special 
ration of oat hay, meal and mono- 
sodium phosphates, giving them 
3.3 parts*of phosphorus to every 
part of calcium. 

Not one’ of the 16 showed any 
signs of milk fever. To check on 
their experiment the doctors took 
eight of these sixteen and put 
them on high calcium feed he- 


fore their next freshener. Four 


of them went down with milk 
fever. 
Keep Calcium Away 

These results would indicate 
that the more calcium a cow re- 
ceives in her feed during her 
dry period, the easier she will be 
susceptible to milk fever. 

The meal fed to the cows in 
the last group: was mixed from 
800 pounds_ground barley, 600 
pounds rolled barley; 500 pounds 
of bran, 100 pounds of cottonseed 
meal, 10 pounds of salt and 40 
pounds of monosodium phosphate 
which is a relatively cheap min- 
eral supplement. 

Eight pounds of this mixture 
were fed per day to each cow, 
plus eight pounds of oat hay. in 
all probability brome or timothy 
could be substituté@ for the oat 
hay as they are equally low in 
calcium. 

The results of these experi- 
ments are by no means conclus- 
ive, but they sound convincing 
enough to be worth a trial in 
herds much plagued with milk 
fever 

We remember the late Dr. 
Booth advocating the feeding of 
barley and bran to dry cows and 
the fertilizing of pastures and 
hayfields with super-phosphate, 
We also know from experience 
that the more supér-phosphate 
we used, the less trouble we had.

Imagine, if you can, one of our 
modern maulers making a seri- 
ous offer to fight Ezzard Charles, 
Earl Walls and Champion Rocky

Well, that’s what Bob Fitzsim- 
mons did, and almost got away 
with it too. Only the two that 
he did fight were considerably 
tougher than Charles and Walls.

“I stand ready” Fitzsimmons 
announced, “to take on both Gus 
Ruhlin and Tom Sharkey for the 
right to fight Jim Jeffries for my 
old title, providing all three bouts 
can be arranged to be fought be- 
fore the Horton Law comes into 
effect.” * . . 

This Horton thing, we might 
explain, was due to come into 
effect on September Ist and would 
make illegal all boxing matches 
in that section of the States.

Well, both Sharkey and Ruhlin 
were willing, so it was arranged 
that Fitzsimmons and Ruhlin 
were to battle at Madison Square 
Garden on August 10, 1900, with 
the winner to take on Sharkey 
at Coney Island. And Jim Jef- 
ries stated that he stood ready 
to fight the winner of the Fitz- 
simmons-Sharkey-Ruhlin imbrog- 
lio provided the match was set 
for a date prior to the deadline, 
September first. (Gee, nowadays, 
the boys would spend more time 
than that posing for pictures!) 


In boiling heat a capacity 
crowd of 10,000 jammed into the 
Garden with Fitzsimmons, al- 
though a former champ, only a 
slight favorite. For Ruhlin, 
earlier that year, had taken a 
decision from Sharkey and, two 
years before, had held Jim Jeff- 
ries to'a twenty-round draw He 
was also ten years younger than 
Fitz, who admitted to thirty- 
eight, but was probably more 
than that. 

* * + 

At the start, according to that 
Dean of Boxing Writers, Ed. Van 
Every, Ruhlin lookec = pretty 
good. In the midst of a heavy 
exchange in the opening round 
Fitz went to the floor, although 
some claimed that it was a push, 
rather than a punch, that did the 
upsetting. Also, an after-the-bell 
smack inthe eye sent the old 
champ to his corner looking a 
bit dazed. However, after that it 
was all Fitzsimmons. A_ body 
smash in the second had Ruhlin 
groggy, and although he made 
an occasional rally, a left to the 
head and a right to the body in 
the sixth spelled curtains for 
Gus . ° ° 

Then, two weeks later at the 
Coney Island Club, Fitz took on 
Sharkey; and it must be remem- 
bered that, only the previous 
November and in the very same

Brady 
contended that, with boxing 
having only six more days to go 
in New York State, and a Cor- 
bett-McCoy match scheduled dur- 
ing that time, the championship 
battle would have to go outside 
New York and at some later 
date. 2s . . 

And so vanished* Bob Fitzsim- 
mons’ chance to become the first 
man ever to win back a lost 
heavyweight title —- a feat which, 
in the opinion of many, he was 
fully capable of accomplishing 
had Brady and Jeffries not play- 
ed hard-to-get.

Was 
World Branded 


Every schoolboy is taught 
that Peary was first at the North 
Pole. But was he? Telegraph 
wires at Ledwick in the Shet- 


lands hummed on September Ist,. 


1909, with a message which was 
to cause world-wide excitement. 
Signed by Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook, it ran: “Reached North 
Pole, gApril 21st, 1908. Discov- 
ered land far north.” 

Thus, after almost two years 
of’ silence, Cook -- long since 
believed to have perished in the 
eternal cold of Arctic snows — 
sent the triumphant news of 
his achievement. 

When the blubber ship Hans 
Egede, bearing the adventure, 
docked three days later at Co- 
penhagen, nearly 100 newspaper- 
men swarmed aboard. Cook was 
offered huge sums for his stary, 
but he accepted a meagre 4,000 
dollars from Hampton’s Maga-~- 
zine. He might have scooped 
twenty-five times as much, The 
Crown Prince of Denmark 
greeted him. He dined with the 
king at the royal palace. All 
the glory that fame could bring 
was his. 


Then, as adulation and uni- 
versity honours showered at his 
feet, a second sensational tele- 
grem arrived. Robert Edwin 
Peary, having failed in six pre- 
vious polar attempts, sent this 
news from. Indian ‘Harbour, 
Labrador: “I have the Pole, 
April 6th, 1909.” 

To ,his friends and intiuential 
backers, it seemed that Cook had 
beaten him in his life’s ambi- 
tion by 350 days, But two days 
later, Peary dispatched another 
telegram. “Do not trouble about 
Cook’s story ... he has simply 
handed the public a gold brick. 
The above statement is made 
advisedly and, at the proper 
time, will be, backed by proof.” 

Now, the fat fairly fizzled as 
a Polar battle,of Claims broke 
out between these rival Ame- 
rincans. Certain 


English jour- 
nalists won valuable kudos, 
professionally, for debunking 
Cook. 


Famous one day, ignominious 
the next, he found himself 
branded as “The Man Who Stole 
the North Pole.” Even friends 


"discredited and reviled him. He 


stood accused of either having 
perpetrated a tremendous. hoax, 


or — and this was the kinder 
accusation — they said he was 
suffering from hallucinations, 


due to nearymedness forced on 
him by terrible privations. 
Cook had left his records, sci- 
entific instruments and diaries 
in Greenland. Harry Whitney, 
an American millionaire, who 
had welcomed him back from 
his savage journey with: “Doc- 
tor, you're. the dirtiest man I 
ever saw,” badly wanted to 
bring this evidence from Green- 
land to America. To do so, how- 
ever, he needed to travel on 
Peary’s ship, the Roosevelt. And 
Peary’s attitude was: “Leave 
those documents behind or 
there’s no pasage for you.” 


Was the world justified in 
brandishing Cook a liar and 6 
cheat.? 


On February 19th, 1908, Cook 
left his Greenland base, An- 
noatok, with ten Eskimos, eleven 
sledges and 105 dogs. On March 
Sist, with 520 miles. still to go 


and 400 miles of overland travel 


behind him, he shed his support 
group. Accompanied now by 
only two Eskimos, two sledges 
carrying 800 ib. apiece and 
twenty-six dogs, Cook struggled 
on 

Such resources, his critica 
charged,would sustain him for 
only two months in Polar condi- 
tions. Yet Cook and his com- 
panions survived fourteen 
months. Was that possible 


Dr. Cook Really Faker? 
Him’ Liar and Cheat 


The answer lies in the en- 
thralling, tensely written ac- 
count of his experiences, “Re- 
turn from the Pole” Cook died 
in 1940, but he left this hand- 
written manuscript — now bril- 
liantly edited by Frederick J. 
Johl — as a last effort, after a 
lifetime of hardship and abuse, 
to substantiate his claim before 
mankind. 

“What a lifeless desert of 
floating damnation we invaded,” 
he wrote. “Eating mainly dried 
meat and tallow, camping in 
domes of crystal, shelters of 
snow-flakes, with snow for a 
bed, ice for pillows, mere exist- 
ence became more and more a 


desperate challenge; but we 
steadily advanced towards our 
goal.” 

On April 21st and 22nd, the 


trio stood at what Cook believed 
to be the North Pole, the hid- 
ing place of Tigieha or the Big 
Nail of Eskimo legend. His sex- 
tant and other instruments, 60 


‘ he avowed, gave the latitude as 


ninety degrees and _ longtitude 
vero. The men’s shadows never 
altered in length throughout the 
twenty-four-hour sunlit day. 
Such evidence, if true, described 
the earth’s top. 

As his party struggled back, 
Cook’s calculations went adrift. 
With the sun obscured by ap- 
palling storms and fog, he lost 
all sense of direction. In a di- 
rect line, the route home stretch- 
‘ed only 700 miles, but without 
the, help of the sun, this devel- 
oped into a nightmare trek of 
4,000 miles, blasted almost 
ceaseiessly by blizzards. 

Stores gave out, The men be- 
gan-to eat their dogs. Then a 
polar bear was sighted, and shot. 


Too exhausted to start a fire 
and cook the meat, they ate 


raw bear steaks revenously. 
For months they lived on a 
raw meat diet. Gulls and ducks, 
which they snared or caught 
with sling-shot, alternated at 
intervals with bear, seal, walrus 
and musk-ox meat. They had 
no seasoning, no bread, no salt, 
no vegetables. Yet, contrary to 
scientific belief, none of them 
became ill with scurvy, 
Eventually the trio stumbled 
out of this white hell and en- 
tered an Arctic fgameland. In 
this veritable Eden the men 
perfected a technique for kill- 
ing. musk-oxen.: Lassoing a 
choice bull by the horns, and 
fixing the thong ends to the ice, 
they thus immobilized his as- 
sault ‘weapons and drove lances

The tendency to become a 
high-cost economy in which na- 
tural and artificial barriers pre- 
vent Canada from achieving the 
degree of flexibility and mobility 
required for orderly adjustment 
was the main theme of the ad- 
dress of James Muir, President, 
at the Annual General Meetin 
of Shareholders of The Roya 
Bank of Canada. Increased flex- 
ibility is needed, he maintained, 
if Canada is to make those price 
adjustments necessary to main- 
tain stability and prosperity at 
home, and insure a competitive 
position in world markets. Can- 
ada, he declared, should also fur- 
ther in every possible way the 
movement towards a world of 
liberalized trade and convertible 
currencies, : 

“A thriving export trade,” said 
Mr. Muir, “is a means not only 
of payin for imports, but of se- 
curing, through quantity produc- 
tion, lower costs for Canadian 
goods. whether these are ex orted 
or consumed at home. Canada 
can hope to maintain her standard 
of living. only if she keeps her 
costs completely ig aha with 
those of producers abroad. 


HIGH COST ECONOMY 


“Costs and prices in the Cana- 
dian economy tend to be in- 
sulated in two ways: first, there 
are business taxes, sales taxes, 
excise taxes, and customs duties 
which, because they are largely 
at the manufacturer’s level, are 
embedded in the cost base. Sec- 
ond, there are certain “invisible 
insulators,” whose existence is 
none the less evident, which 
make some Canadian prices even 
higher relative to foreign prices 
than the disparity warranted by 
taxes, duty, and costs of trans- 
ort. For example, a certain 
ritish book that retails in .the 
United Kingdom for 28s, (or at 
the current rate of exchange $3.- 
92) sells for $5.00 in New York 
and $7.50 in Toronto. A certain 
piece of British manufactured 
equipment retailing at £41 in 
the United Kingdom (the equi- 
valent of about $112 Canadian) 
brings $219 in the United States 
and $275 in Montreal. An Ameri- 
can-made article of household 
equipment sells for $77.50 in New 
England: but the price of the 
same article in Montreal is 
$149 00 


MONEY MARKET NEEDED 


“We must not ignore the fact 
that the attitude of our govern- 
ment is generally one that fav- 
ours freedom of international 
trade and exchange. Pressure for 
special treatment, even when 
backed by evident hardship on 
the part. of some _ producer 
groups, has been met by clearly 
moderate concessions. Moreover, 
as 1 have already said, our 
monetary authority has adopted 
a policy appropriate to a nation 
that must maintain a competi- 
tive _ sere in foreign mafkets. 
Not the Jeast important aspect of 
this policy has been the active 
encouragement by our central 
bank of a money market in 
Canada. The Bank of Canada’s 
activities and_ its co-operation 
with financial institutions in this 
respect have led to great im- 
provement. But today something 
mote is needed. It is time now 
for the chartered banks and all 
other financial institutions in 
Canada not only to cg ed the 
efforts of the central bank but 
to take positive steps to intrease 
their own initiative and activity 
in the development of a Cana- 
dian money market. Such a 
market is not only. a symbol of 
economic maturity and strength 
but is in fact prerequisite, to 
continued progress in a country, 
like Canada, whose economic 
future depends on the expan- 
sion of world trade and invest- 
ment.

“The means to our stability 
and prosperity involve an In- 
creasingly mature attitude on 
our own part towards our 
future role in the society _ of 
nations. The amiable charge 
commonly levelled by critics 
at home and abroad that, as 
a nation, Canadians tend to 
be unduly conventional and 
complacent is not without 
foundation. Thése character- 
istics may actually be further 
encouraged by the good press 
we continue to get abroad. 
Yet nothing could be more 
dangerous than the bland as- 
sumption that as a people we 
are impressing the world with 
the superiority of our char- 
acter and accomplishments. 

“More correctly, perhaps, 
our situation is akin to that 
of an hciress who can never 
be sure that she is admire 
for herself and not merely 
for her wealth. Our great 
wealth of natural resources is 
an inheritance which, like an 
individual's inheritance, 43 


evidence of good fortune ra- 
ther than talent. We have 
still to prove that we can 


make the most of these natu- 
ral resources in building a 
great nation. 

“It is true. that foreign in- 
vestment is a relatively small 
part of Canada’s gross “public 
and private investment; but 
it is precisely this foreign in- 
vestment that has provided in 
good measure the risk capital 
needed in resource. develop- 
ment. This is the usual course 
of events in a rapidly grow- 
ing country. Nevertheless, un-, 
til: we prove ourselves, it is 
safer I think to proceed on 
the unflattering assumption 
that our popularity abroad is 
based not so much on what 
we are as on what we have. 

“Canada is so dependent for 
prosperity on a healthy flow 
of goods, services, and inves- 
ment funds across her bor- 
ders that the maintainance of 
favourable opinion abroad is 
an especially important con- 
sideration. 

“But, if we are not to dis- 
appoint ‘our friends abroad 
and even more -important if 
we are not to fail in achiev- 
ing the economic develop- 
ment promised by our great 
natural resources, we must 
adopt those long-run, meas~- 
ures that remove or’ reduce 
certain special barriers to our 
economic growth. The most 
important of these barriers 
is the smallness of our popu- 
lation with a consequent nar- 
i: of our national mar- 

et.” 


“I think we can say that Bri- 
tain and her partners in the 
sterling area, as well as most of 
her NATO partners in western 
Europe, have not only accept- 
ed convertibility as desirable in 
principle, but have in fact sub- 
jected themselves to the discip- 
line in their domestic monetary 
and fiscal policy which is one 
of the prerequisites to converti- 
bility. 

“I believe the time has come 
for the dollar area to show evi- 
dence of good faith by reducing 
trade barriers both in the form 
of tariff duties in the form of 
customs formalities and red tape. 
The dollar area must in addi- 
tion show willingness to under- 
take certain responsibilities in 
the international monetary field. 


ULTIMATE REWARDS GREAT 


“l have emphasized the seri- 
ousness of the problems we 
have to face both in the imme- 
diate and in the more distant 
future. This does not mean that 
I have anything but the most 
abundant faith in our ability as 
a nation to solve our problems; 
but I have thought it better to 
risk some over-emphasis than to 
encourage false hopes. The eco~ 
nomic policy required to solve 
these problems will involve the 
sacrifice of expediency to sound 
principle in a number of mat- 
ters where the choice must be 
politically very difficult. But the 
ultimate reward is great: no less 
in fact than the growth of Cana- 
da to the economic stature she 
needs to take her place among 
the great nations of the world.”

Deposits likewise had reached 
record totals, said Mr. Atkin- 
son. They now stand at $2,734,- 
644,076, an increase of $207,133,- 
639 over the previous year. tt 
ig encouraging to note,” said 
Mr. Atkinson, “that Canadians 
generally continue to save @ 
reasonable proportion of their 
incomes. The increase -in depo- 
sits ‘of the bank has been ac- 
companied by the expansion in 
the number of accounts on our 
books.

The sea is a most silent world. 


I say this deliberately on long ~ 


accumulated evidence and aware 
that wide publicity has recently 
been made on the noises of the 
sea. Hydrophones have recorded 
clamors that. have been sold as 
phonographic curiosa, but the 
recordings have been grossly 
amplified. It is not the reality of 
the sea as we have known it 
with naked ears. ...

WORK, MEN MIND 


THE CHILDREN 


Women outnumber men by 
three to one on the island of 
Cheju-Do, 60 miles off the south 
coast of the Korean peninsula. 
It is the homeland of a race of 
Amazons who are physically and 


‘economically superior to the so- 


called stronger sex. 

These beautiful and industri- 
ous girls earn a bountiful liveli- 
hood by swimming offshore and 


diving to the floor of the sea for 


natural products of commercial 
value that lie there. Their men 


‘stay at home to mind the chil- 


dren and keep house. 

Many of these women support 
more than one husband, The 
extra mates all live under the 
same roof apparently quite hap- 
pily. 

Cheju-Do, which is fifty mules 
long and cigar-shaped, is one of 
the world’s last citadels of matri- 
archy Korean legend claims 
that the female inhabitants of 
the past jealously guarded their 
rocky little feminine sanctuary. 
Men were supposed to have been 
ferried to Cheju-Do once each 
year, and then returned to the 
mainland. Any sons born were 
also exiled to. the mainland as 
soon as they were weaned. 

For centuries the stolid and 
athletic women have been breed- 
ing hardy daughters with deep 
chests that enable them to re- 
main under water for as long as 
five minutes at a time. The har- 
vesting of the sea gardens that 
surround the island is a job for 
women because the thin-skinned 
males cannot stand the cold wat- 
er 

Slimly constructed femates can- 
not, either, thus the sea girls are 
invariably well-rounded, In fact 
few thin or sickly women can be 
found on the island 

The. diving girls begin train- 
ing at an early age under the 
tuition of their mothers and old- 
er sisters. After five years ap- 
prenticeship they become fully 
fledged “Amah Sans” or sea girls, 


capable of gieaning 4 good liv- 
ing from the sea, 

The sea girls go to work duuly 
on the sea bottom about 200 
yards offshore. Each is equipped 
with a ‘sickle for cutting and 


scraping, modern goggles. a large 
hollow gourd or pumpkin to be 
used as a blioy, and a net bag 
into whoch she will load het 
eatch from the ocean floor 

The daily haul of the diving 


girls - includes petrified remains 
of submerged pine trees, pearls, 
abalones. sea cur umbers, sea po- 
tatoes, shelis, lobsters, crabs, and 
several varieties of seaweed us 
ed for tood The giris lecate the 
seaweed beds by swimming face 
doy the wa . pushing their 
gc ‘ ee ; before them 


They usually work in about 
twenty feet of water. 

Petrified pinewood is eagerly 
sought. Cheju-Do is noted for 
its cigarette-holders which the 
islanders make from the petri- 
fied wood, which is estimated to 
be a million years old, It is as 
hard as stone. 


On the island itself the wom- 
en plough the stony fields, look 
after livestock, operate fishing- 
boats from the harbours, and 
perform many other arduous 
tasks usually left strictly to the 
male. The women go out and 
earn the daily rice while the 
men remain at home and, apart 
from housework, live a life of 
relative ease. 

Cheju-Do islanders are primar- 
ily descended from the Mongol- 
ians. Ghengis Khan invaded the 
Korean mainland in the 13th cen- 
tury, and the Mongols appeared 
on Cheju-Do ‘shortly afterwards, 
bringing their shaggy horses with 
them. To-day, thousands of these 
horses, both wild and tame, are 
to be found on the island. 

Cheju-Do has only one road, 
made of dirt and stone, that 
winds around the 100 miles or 
so of coastline and connects all 
the villages. The towns are wall- 
ed. and have gates opening on the 
road which are closed and bolt- 
ed at night. *Travel after dark is 
impossible, unless the towns and 
villages have been notified of the 
traveller's itinerary in advance. 

The centre of the island is 
wild and mountainous. Five 
years ago more than 10,000_Com- 
munist guerillas roamed the in- 
land and made frequent raids on 
the coastal towns, It required a 
major effort on the part of the 
South Korean constabulary (fore 
runner of the R.O.K. Army) to 
wipe them out. An estimated 
100 guerillas still remain In the 
mountains, and use the wild 
horses for food 

The island is dt present being 
used as a sanctuary for 60,000 
Korean refugees from the main- 
lang, and as a training centre 
fore South Korean recruits. This 
temporary influx of men has had 
little effect on the female rule on 
the island 

As long as the chief occupation 
there is the harvesting of the 
ocean floor, the well-insulated 
women will be in charge of the 
island's finances. As the bread- 
winners. they will have ho 
trouble controlling the inferior 
and non-productive males,
